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1. NIZNANSKY, who is presently employed by RFE, was a staff captain 
in the CSR Army until July 1947, at which time he was recruited as an 
agent by Section II of the Czechoslovak Ministry of National Defense. 

Shortly thereafter he was dispatched to Austria with the mission of pene- 
trating the Slovak resistance movement. He confessed to CIC in Vienna, 
and agreed to assume the role of a double agent. He carried out this role 
successfully until early 1949 when he presumably was compromised as a 
result of CIC*s unsuccessful attempt to double his courier. He continued 
to work for Region "B," 430th CIC in an unknown capacity until circa 1953- 
In 1955 Jeremy. K. Ficken. told Munich Base that he had learned from CIC 
that they had polygraphed NIZNANSKY with unfavorable results and that they 
considered him to be a "sour apple." 

2. We have noted that NIZNANSKY has been traveling to Austria with 

about the same degree of regularity as the £_ J He made the last 

trip in September 1958, returning to Munich on the 14th, the date a CIS 
harrassment letter directed against RFE was posted in Munich (see EGMA -37668, 
8 October 1958). We therefore suspect that NIZNANSKY is a C2S agent, and 
that he has been meeting his CIS case officer in Austria.
